In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  I  beg  to  submit  my  Seventh  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the 
Worsborough  Urban  District. 

The  Worsborough  Urban  District  consists  of : — 

[a)  Worsborough  Common,  including  Highstone 
and  Ward  Green  ; 

{b)  Worsborough  Dale,  including  Swaithe,  Lewdin, 
and  Edmund’s  Main  ; 

(c)  Worsborough  and  Birdwell,  including  Rockley  ; 

(d)  Blacker ; 

but  for  the  purposes  of  Vital  Statistics  it  is  taken  as  one 
District,  there  being  no  separate  returns  made  by  the 
Registrar  for  each  division.

STILL-BIRTHS. 

On  enquiry  at  the  cemeteries,  I  find  that  19  still¬ 
born  children  were  buried  at  VVorsbro’  Dale,  and  9  at 
Worsborough. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  which  occurred  within  your 
District  during  the  year  was  197.  This  number  is  made 
up  of  96  males  and  101  females,  and  is  equal  to  an  annual 
mortality  rate  of  16‘76  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Thirteen  Deaths  have  been  reported  to  me,  which 
occurred  outside  of,  but  belonging  to,  your  District  ;  the 
corrected  Death-rate  is  therefore  ]7'87. 

When  compared  with  the  number  of  Deaths  during 
1907  it  shows  a  decrease  of  6,  or  a  decrease  of  ’91  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Of  the  197  Deaths  which  occurred  during  1908,  68 
occurred  under  one  year  of  age. 

This  number  represents  an  annual  rate  of  Infantile 
Mortality  to  every  thousand  Births  of  168-7,  as  compared 
with  67,  or  a  rate  of  147  5  for  1907.

The  Infantile  Mortality  in  your  District  has  again 
been  most  unsatisfactory. 

The  greatest  increase  during  the  past  year,  compared 
with  previous  years,  is  in  the  Deaths  due  to  Diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,  20  out  of  the  68  being  certified  <\s 
due  to  Pneumonia  and  Bronchitis. 

I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have  said  in  former  Reports 
about  the  habit  of  mothers  taking  young  infants  out  at 
night  and  in  inclement  weather,  insufficiently  protected 
from  the  cold.

The  pamphlets  of  instructions  as  to  the  care  and 
feeding  of  infants,  which  liave  been  distributed  from  time 
to  time,  seem  to  have  had  little  effect  in  diminishing  the 
rate  of  Infantile  Mortality,  and  the  supply  of  the  pamphlet 
“  How  to  take  care  of  the  Baby,”  issued  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  to  the  Midwives  for  distribution, 
has  evidently  run  short,  as  I  seldom  see  any  now,  and 
when  I  ask  parents  if  they  have  received  one,  they  say 
they  have  not. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  among  a  certain  class  the 
lives  of  infants  are  not  valued,  and  if  insurance  companies, 
instead  of  paying  on  the  death  of  an  infant,  would  agree 
to  give  increased  benefits  on  its  reaching,  say,  its  thirteenth 
birthday,  it  might  have  a  beneficial  effect.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 


During  1908  the  number  of  Deaths  from  Zymotic 
Diseases,  including  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  viz.  ; 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Diarrhoea,  and  Enteritis, 
amount  to  37.  This  is  twelve  less  than  last  year,  and  is 
equal  to  an  annual  mortality  of  3'14  per  thousand  of  the 
estimated  population.

AIEASLES  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Your  District  has  been  comparatively  free  from 
Measles  during  1908,  the  great  majority  of  young  children  Con'S?!'”" 
are  at  present  protected  by  previous  attacks  in  the 
epidemic  of  1907. 

During  the  spring  of  1908  there  were  a  large  number 
of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough,  but  in  the  last  two  quarters 
the  District  was  comparatively  free  from  the  disease. 


DIARRHCEA. 

Epidemic  Diarrhoea  again  claims  a  large  number  of  Diarrhoea, 
of  victims  ;  this  year  it  has  caused  19  deaths,  14  of  which 
occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year.  The  incidence  of  the 
Disease  is  always  most  marked  amongst  bottle-fed 
children. 

The  careless  way  in  which  many  of  the  feeding  bottles 
are  cleansed,  and  the  dangerous  manner  in  which  much  of 
the  milk  is  stored,  close  to  insanitary  conditions,  must 
account  for  much  of  the  Diarrhoea  in  your  District. 

Some  of  che  houses  are  not  supplied  with  a  suitable 
pantry,  and  in  others  no  effort  is  made  to  protect  the  milk. 

Further,  I  may  say  that  many  mothers  look  lightly  on 
Diarrhoea,  and  fail  to  get  advice  when  the  early  symptoms 
manifest  themselves,  and  when  it  could  be  easily  corrected. 

With  this  disease  every  hour  is  of  importance,  and  delay 
is  dangerous. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

During  1908,  75  cases  have  been  notified  as  compared  Scarlet  Fever, 
with  107  in  1907.  The  distribution  of  these  cases  was  as

From  Table  F  it  will 

be  noticed  that  9  of  the 

cases 

occurred  in  the  month  of  January,  and  7  of  these  were 
from  James  Street  and  Grove  Street,  Worsbro’  Dale.  They 
\\ere  the  last  of  the  epidemic  which  we  had  in  the  latter 
part  of  1907. 

All  these  cases  were  directly  infected  from  previous 
ones,  through  carelessness  in  nursing  and  not  taking  proper 
care  in  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta. 

In  the  month  of  May  you  will  see  there  were  5  cases 
notified  from  the  Worsbro’  Dale  district,  4  of  which  were 
from  one  house  in  Yews  Lane.  Here  the  first  was  not 
notified  until  the  patient  had  been  ill  for  three  weeks,  and 
consequently  no  care  was  taken  to  disinfect  the  discharges, 
with  the  result  that  there  were  3  subsequent  cases. 

Three  cases  occurred  in  one  house  in  Birdwell,  in  the 
month  of  November.  All  this  goes  to  show  the  importance 
of  an  an  early  diagnosis,  and  where  there  is  any  doubt  the 
use  of  Widal’s  Test  would  probably  save  secondary  cases.

ERYSIPELAS. 

Fifteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  reported  during  1908. 
Again  I  state  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  not  necessary  that 
this  should  be  a  notifiable  disease  ;  that  it  is  a  waste  of 
money,  and  also  a  waste  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time 
to  visit  the  cases,  as  they  are  generally  recovered  within  24 
hours  of  notification,  and  going  about  their  work  when  he 
calls. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Eighty-three  cases  were  removed  to  the  Kendray 
Hospital,  viz.  : — 

50  Scarlet  Fever, 

80  Enteric  Fever,  and 
3  Diptheria. 

With  the  exception  of  the  last  fortnight  in  December, 
when  there  was  a  delay  of  a  few  days  in  admitting  Enteric 
patients  owing  to  its  being  full,  the  Hospital  has  been  able 
to  cope  with  all  our  cases. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1908,  5  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
Phthisis,  and  9  as  due  to  other  Tuberculous  Diseases. 
This  is  equal  to  an  annual  death-rate  of  1‘19  per  1,000  of 
the  estimated  population  for  all  Tuberculous  Diseases. 

In  recent  years  the  public  conscience  has  been 
awakened,  and  there  is  a  general  desire  to  do  something  to 
mitigate  the  dreadful  effects  resulting  from  Tuberculosis  in 
its  various  forms.  Whether  the  disease  will  ever  be 
stamped  out  is  problematical,  but  if  we  could  do  aw'ay 
with  such  important  contributory  causes  as  damp  dwellings, 
defective  ventilation,  and  deficient  arrangements  for 
lighting,  which  keep  out  the  sunshine  (that  has  such  a 
well-known  effect  on  the  Tubercle  Bacillus)  we  might  hope 
for  some  measure  of  success. 

INQUESTS. 

Enquiries  have  been  held  by  the  Coroner  upon  11 
deaths  of  persons  in  or  belonging  to  your  District  during 
1908,  as  compared  with  24  in  1907. 

The  following  were  the  causes  of  death  : —

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  has  been  no  scircity  of  water  in  your  District  Water  Supply, 
during  1908.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are  adequately 
supplied  from  the  main  (Midhope  Reservoir),  Rockley  being 
the  largest  place  not  supplied.  Here  there  are  9  cottages 
and  a  farm  which  are  dependent  upon  spring  and  pump 
for  their  water. 

Complaints  were  frequent  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  from  Blacker  Lane  and  Blacker,  of  the  water  having 
a  deposit  of  sand,  but  there  has  been  some  improvement 
during  the  last  few  months. 

In  July  we  had  samples  of  water  analysed  by  the 
County  Analyst,  and  they  were  found  to  contain  a  danger¬ 
ous  amount  of  lead.  The  attention  of  tlie  Barnsley 
authorities  was  drawn  to  this,  and  it  was  immediately 
remedied. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

One  hundred  and  ten  inspections  have  been  made  of  Supply, 
the  48  Cowsheds  on  the  register  in  your  District. 

Thirteen  have  been  repaired,  and  1  condemned. 

I  venture  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  Cowsheds 
are  satisfactory  ;  that  air-space,  ventilation,  and  general 
cleanliness  are  good  ;  but  there  are  some  which  are  totally 
unfit  for  dairy  cows. 

SCHOOLS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  Schools  Schools, 
in  your  District  owing  to  an  epidemic  during  1908. 

The  School  Masters  and  Mistresses  in  Worsbro’  Dale 
gave  me  great  assistance  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  when 
we  were  threatened  with  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough, 
by  notifying  cases  which  occurred  in  their  Schools,  and  I 
consider  it  was  by  finding  and  exempting  the  early  cases 
from  attendance  at  School  that  the  disease  was  quickly 
stamped  out. 

The  Schools  have  been  visited  and  disinfected,  and 
the  sanitary  condition  of  all  of  them  is  satisfactory.  The 
West  Riding  County  Council  have  undertaken  to  carrying 
out  of  the  Medical  Inspection  of  Schools,  under  the 
Education  (Administrative  Provisions)  Act,  1907. 

I  have  (up  to  date)  received  no  notice  from  them  of 
any  such  inspection,  nor  any  report  of  their  year’s  work. 

In  one  matter  I  am  disappointed  in  the  working  of  the 
Act  in  this  District,  for  with  whole-time  Medical  Inspectors 
I  had  hoped  that  General  Practioners  would  have  been 
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Eactories  and 
Workshops. 


Scavenging. 


saved  the  annoyance  of  being  pestered  for  notes  by  parents 
feigning  illness  on  the  part  of  their  children  in  order  to 
keep  them  away  from  School. 

I  am  convinced  that  if  parents  knew  that  when  a 
child  was  repeatedly  absent  from  School  they  would  be 
examined  by  one  of  the  Medical  School  Inspectors,  it 
would  have  a  good  effect  and  help  the  Local  Education 
Authority  in  their  endeavour  to  get  the  children  of  careless 
and  indifferent  parents  to  attend  School  regularly.

In  no  case  has  it  been  found  necessary  to  serve  anv 
notice,  as  the  general  cleanliness  and  sanitary  condition  of 
each  of  the  above  places  was  satisfactory. 

No  list  of  outworkers  has  been  received  during  the 
year,  although  there  is  one  person  at  least  who  receives 
work  from  a  firm  in  Barnsley. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  are  885  privy  middens  and  ash-pits  in  the 
Worsbro’  Urban  District ;  the  whole  of  the  scavenging  of 
these  conveniences  is  done  by  your  own  staff.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

All  the  houses  where  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases 
occurred  have  been  visited.  Disinfectants  have  been 
supplied  in  every  case  ;  where  necessary  the  bedding  and 
clothing  has  been  removed  to  be  stoved,  and  instructious 
given  to  those  in  charge  of  patients  as  to  the  methods 
they  should  adopt  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 


HOUSES  OF  THE  WOHKING  CLASSES. 


Ten  notices  have  been  served  during  the  year  to  abate  Houses, 
the  nuisance  of  overcrowding.  I  do  not  consider  this  a 
large  number  for  a  District  of  this  kind. 


Fifty-nine  new  houses  have  been  built  and  inhabited, 
and  although  they  all  comply  with  our  bye-laws,  they  are 
hardly  the  class  one  likes  to  see,  as  the  majority  are  small, 
and  with  only  two  bedrooms.

At  Excelsior  Terrace,  Birdwell,  the  overflow  from  the 
sumps  has  become  blocked,  with  the  result  that  the  sewage 
has  backed  up  into  the  yards,  so  causing  a  nuisance  as 
well  as  polluting  the  soil. 

For  these  last  two  matters  I  would  ask  your  immediate 
attention. 


There  are  too  many  privy-middens  throughout  the 
District.  I  think  this  could  be  remedied  eventually,  if  the 
Council  could  see  their  way  to  supply  free  water  for  water- 
closets.
